Bureau of Education . Dr. Forsyth 
declares that medical inspection of 
elementary school children points to 
a widespread deterioration during the 
first four or five years of life, which 
leaves the m ajority of children with 
serums but preventable defeats. 
"Little or nothing has been done 
as yet iiv way of solution," says Dr. 
Forsyth. 
“Preventive 
measures 
limited to the first years are unlikely 
to have much influence in warding 
off later troubles. 
A gap, at present 
Unabridged, stretches trot* 
the first 
year to the ti I til 
when 
the 
school 
medical inspection begins.” 
As a suggested remedy Dr. For­ 
syth describes a plan adopted in the 
city of Westminister, England. 
In 
January 1912 a medical inspection 
center was opened for children of 
school age in the north half of the 
city. 
Here a sta ff of health visitors 
is maintained to get into touch at 
once with every family where a child 
i' newly born. 
Through this -taff 
eve ry child in the district is kept 
under medical supervision I rom the 
time of its birth until the end of tin 
fifth year, the purpose being to hand 
the child over sound and healthy, to 
the school authorities. 
Of 174 children examined during 
the first 
year 
of the 
center, 
Iii! 
were under one year of age. 77 under 
2 v e a l'. 8.4, 50, and 33 under 3, 4, 
aud 5, years respectively. 
The medi­ 
cal record cards showed a rapid ris< 
in the tide of disease with each year 


o f lite. 
I t w a s found that while most 
children 
in 
the 
first 
period 
are 


healthy, only a small minority come 
through to the fifth year without at 
least one physical defect of some 
kind. 
Dr. Forsyth concludes: ‘‘Large nu­ 
mbers of children, healthy in all re­ 
spects at birth, become within five 
years the physically defective en­ 
trants whom the education authority 
is required at no small c o s t, to re­ 
store, as far as possible, to their 
original state of health. 
Yet 
most 
of these cases are preventable, or. 
if taken in time, can be remedied 
more speedily, 
and therefore more 
cheaply, than if left until school age, 
by which time not a few will have re­ 
ceived permanent damage —physical 
or mental. 
The problem of the do­ 
lci five child largely resolves itself 
into the problem of tile under-school 
ige child, and seems hardly likely to 
be solved by anything short of a gen­ 
ial plan insuring to all children re­ 
gular medical supervision from birth 
to school age. 
And this, to be fully 
neeessful, 
must run side by 
side 
with educational measure- for 
in­ 
fracting the mothers themselves who 
from ignorance far more than wil­ 
ful neglect or even from indigence, 
are unable to safeguard their child­ 
ren's health.”

Bureau of Education . Dr. Forsyth 
declares that medical inspection of 
elementary school children points to 
a widespread deterioration during the 
first four or five years of life, which 
leaves the majority of children with 
serious but preventable defects. 


"Little or nothing has been done 


as yet by way of solution," says Dr. 
Forsyth. 
"Preventive 
measures 


limited to the first years are unlikely 
to have much influence in warding 
off later troubles. A gap, at present 
nnabri'lged. stretches fror- 
the firs-t 


year to the fifth when the school 
medical inspection begins." 


As a suggested remedy Dr. For- 


syth describes a plan adopted in the 
city of Westminister, England. 
In 


January 1912 a medical inspection 
center was opened for children of 
school age in the north half of the 
city. Here a staff of health visitors 
is maintained to get into touch al 
once with every family where a child 
is newly born. 
Through this stafl 


every child in the district is kept 
under medical supervision from the 
time of its birth until the end of the 
fifth year, the purpose being to ham: 
the child over sound and healthy, to 
the school authorities. 


Of j74 children examined during 


the first year of the center, 13] 
were under one year of age. 77 under 


•2 years, S3, 50, and 33 under 3, 4 
and 5, years respectively. The medi- 
cal record cards showed a rapid risi 
in the tide of disease with each year 
of life.
